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Examiner's Amendment 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

The application has been amended as follows: 

Claim 10, penultimate line: —compound- has been inserted after "halogen". 
Claim 13, first line: --halogen- has been inserted after "and/or". 

Examiner's Comment 

The above examiner's amendment is provided to conform claim 10 to the 
antecedent disclosure (reciting halogen compound, see Specification at page 3, first full 
paragraph) and to render claim 13 consistent with its parent claim (which recites 
halogen groups; cf., claim 10, line 1). 

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 1-20 are allowable over the closest prior art cited in the Search Report, as 
neither JP 8-504476 (equivalent of US 5567344 and US 5663129) nor WO 03/002659 
(corresponding to US 7019080) teaches or adequately suggests subjecting to an 
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incorporation reaction of a polar compound or halogen compound into a higher a-olefin 
polymer satisfying the requirement (2) of the present invention. In regard to this 
requirement, the cited documents are silent as to presence of side chain crystallization 
in any of the a-olefin polymers described therein. And while the catalysts used for 
polymerization in JP '476 and WO '659 may comprise metallocenes which are bis- 
cyclopentadienyl derivatives, the metallocene compounds disclosed are in every 
instance either unbridged or crosslinked with a single divalent bridging group (see, e.g., 
US '129 at col. 11, lines 35+ and US '080 at col. 4, line 30 to col. 6, line 50). By 
contrast, the higher a-olefin polymer used in the present invention is prepared by means 
of a catalyst containing a transition metal compound having two divalent crosslinking 
groups (e.g., A 1 and A 2 of formula (I) in claim 20). Use of a transition metal compound 
having such a double crosslinked structure to prepare a higher a-olefin polymer is 
nowhere proposed in the cited documents. Given the difference in transition metal 
compound used as catalyst for polymerizing the higher a-olefin, no basis is seen to 
justify an inference that the requirement (2) of the claimed invention is inherently met by 
either of the cited documents. Accordingly, claims 1-20 are deemed to define allowable 
subject matter and passed to issue.
